It is. good Jor us, ‘at intervals, to stop and take 
stock of ourselves, of our spiritual heritage; aad it is 
particularly appropriate at the Christmas season. In- 
deed, in this western world we are very richly endowed 
with material things in contrast to peoples of other 
continents; and we have come to tisink of these things 
too much as products of our human efforts and too little 
as the bounty from a higher and divine source 

We hear many thinking people decrying Christmas be 
cause it appears to have degraded into a mutual exchange of 
material gifts, many of which are extravagant and superfluous. 
To people who think thus, it appears that the world around 
them has forgotten that Christmas has, as its heart and soul, 
the memory of the greatest “Gift” of all time, 2,000 years ago. 
If we should forget and neglect this central meaning of Christ- 
mas, then this festive season could become just a pagan and 
material celebration: but, I am not a sceptic in this regard for 
we are surrounded by ample evidence to the contrary. The 
first Christmas was celebrated by ‘the gift of a Child, and as 
long as this season remains child-centred and manger-centred, 
our own children will help us to keep the emphasis on the 
sacred and religious nature of the annual celebrations 


New Emphasis on the Deeper Value 


It is true, of course, that much of our time is occupied 
just before Christmas in worries about our purchases; and a 
great many people find their period of greatest business 
activity at this season. However a multitude of our people 
also finds gainful employment throughout the year, and par 
ticularly in December, in preparation for the Christmas period 
and their dinner pails are important, too 

But apart from these material considerations, a new 
emphasis is found at the end of each year upon the richer and 
deeper values in life—particularly I would mention the 
enrichment of home and family relationships; to say nothing 
of the outpouring of generosity toward those who are in 
need, This latter characteristic of the Christmas season, with 
its refinfng influence for the donors, probably yields greater 
benefit in the spiritual satisfaction to them, than the measure 
of material benefit to the recipients. 

It is frequently said that a great many people see the 
interior of their churches only twice a year—at Easter and at 
Christmas. If such be the case, then we can hardly over-

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—The United Nations 
Assembly in a wearied, pre- 
dawn vote tcday turned down 
a Russian demand for con- 
|\demnation of the United 
|States for the alleged mass 
murder of Communist pri- 
soners 308 Pongam Island ’irt 
|Korea. 

Immediately after—at : 4.45 
a.m.—the assembly adjourned 
until Feb. 24, after the inapgura- 
tion of President-elect Eisen- 
hower of the U.S 
Red-eyed after a tense all- 
night debate, assembly delegates 
voted 45 “nays” to five Soviet- 
bloc “yeas” against the Russian 
proposal. Ten members of the 
Arab-Asian bloc abstained. The 
jother three in that group—lIraq, 
Lebanon, and Thailand—voted 
against the Soviet move. 

The Soviet bloc gained no sup- 
port outside of its own tight 
little group for the resolution, 
which was denounced by U.S. 
delegate Ernest A. Gross as a

Secrecy Clouds 
Globemaster 
Crash Probe 


MOSES LAKE, Wash. (UP)— 
High-ranking air force investiga- 
tors were to examine the grisly 
wreckage of a C-124 Globemaster 
today to determine what caused 
the big plane to crash Saturday 
and take 86 of its passengers to 
their death 

The investigating team—which 
includes four generals—ordered a 
strict blanket of secrecy thrown 
over their investigation of the 
crash 

All survivors, excluding thé 
most serious cases, are being 
thoroughly questioned. Many are 
wondering if they will be released 
in time to go home for Christmas. 

Authorities said at least six of 
the 30 survivors are in serious 
condition, 

The air force has released the 
names of 41 victims and said the 
remainder will be released as 
quickly as possible. 

The huge plane crashed into 
the sage-brush dotted desert of 
central Washington montents 
after taking off in a snowstorm 
from Larson Air Force base. for 
Kelly Air Force base, San An- 
tonio, Tex. 

The big plane, carrying service- 
men home for the holidays fal- 
{tered-as it reached the end of the 
runway, labored about 100 feet 
into the air, then shuddered to 
earth with a tearing crash. Gaso- 
line from its huge wing tanks 
spilled onto the frozen ground 
and burst into flames.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (CP) — 
The grounded French liner 
Champollion, pounded by 
breakers as_ it listed on a 
shifting sandbank, tonight 
was almost’ broken in two. 
Her 500 passengers are still 
aboard. 

Watchers lining the shore saw 
a giant crack in the 12,546-ton 
vessel's hull widening as the 
waves thudded into her. 

Several attempts have been 
made to guide the ship's lifeboats 
through. the raging surf. One 
boatload of sailors finally got 
through, hauling a line up on 
the beach. But the cable snapped 
before any -of the ~passengers 
could be brought ashore. 

Most of the passengers are 
Christmas pilgrims to the Holy

QUEBEC (CP)—The Canadian 
Catholic Congress of Labor Sun- 
day decided to call a general 
province-wide strike uriless nego- 
tiations to end the dispute at 
Louseville, Que., are successful 
and provincial police officers are 
immediately withdrawn from the 
town.

eo years ago Viadimir Clementis 

was here in New York, sitting in the 
General Assembly as head of the Czecho- 
slovak delegation in the United Nations.

A Look at the 
Brighter Side 


By JOSEPH ALSOP, From Washington 


ETURNING from a tour of inquiry 
abroad is always a curious exper- 

ience, for there is a barrier of thought 
as well as an ocean barrier between Eur- 
ope and America. Today, the experience 
is more strange than ever, for there is 
the added contrast be- 
tween the bleak certain- 
ties, the hard, inescap- 
able realities of ‘the 
great world“problems 
and the misty uncer- 
tainty, the still-fog- 
bound outlines of ‘the 
new American admin- 
istration. 

If you. know that 
great problems exist, 
but have no very clear Alsop 
idea what is goirig to be done about them, 
prediction becomes impossible. There will 
be no predictions, therefore, in the pres*® 
ent final report on this correspondent’s 
recent visit of inquiry abroad. The aim 
is, rather, to suggest -the richness and 
hopefulness of President-elect Eisenhow- 
er's future opportunity for world leader- 
ship 

Newspapermen are unfortunately a 
bit like vultures; it is their nature to go 
wherg the trouble is. Because of this 
caditional necessity, previous reports 
in this series have stressed the enormous 
difficulties the new president will have to 
surmount, ranging from Korea to Iran, 
from the crisis in NATO planning to a 
new system of Soviet aimed to 
split the Western Alliance 

It would be chuckleheaded to ignore 
these difficulties, if only ‘because the 
failure to surmount any one of them is 
quite capable of bringing us and the Free 
World to more or less final disaster. 

It is also wrong, however, to forget 
the old mountaineer’s maxim (if it is 
not “a real one, it ought to be)—“If you 
seé a new peak ahead, it means you're 
halfway up the mountain.” That, really, 
is the situation of America and her part- 
ner, nations of the Western Alliance at 
this moment 

For almost the first time since the 
end of the war, the traveler abroad can 
note really solid progress of the kind that 
matters, There are the outlines, .at.any” 
rate, of a western system that can sur- 
viye, can go forward, and can repel the 
pressures of the Soviet system. There are 
the symptoms, at least, that this western 
system is settling down for the long 
pull, which is the most important thing

America and her. partner nations have 
organized a loose but effective western 
community or alliance, with commanding 
weight and power so long as it holds to- 
gether. Strategically, America’ and her 
partner nations have moved, through this 
new western community, to construct 
reasonable defenses for the free world as 
a whole. These defenses and this com- 
munity are, in effect, the great shields, 
behind which economic and social recov- 
ery are being achieved 
with this general recovery, 

many individually hopeful 
symptoms, such as the first sketch of a 
true European that Jean Monnet 
is making at Luxembourg.

Noted City Churchman, 
Canon Chadwick, Dies 


Rev. Canon Frederick Austin 
Pakenham Chadwick, noted Ca 
nadian churchman who for 27 
years served as rector of St 
John's Anglican Church, Victoria, 
died Sunday at his home, 2267 Pa 
cific Avenue. He was 79. 

He had been in ill-health 
many years 


for 


Born near Guelph, Ont., he was 
the son of Edward Michael Chad- 
wick, second Baron of Longford, 
who served at one time as mayor 
of Guelph. His mother was @ 
daughter of Sir Henry King. 

He received his early education 
at Guelph Public School and the 
Trinity College School, Port 
Hope. He graduated from Trin- 
ity College. Toronto, with hon- 
ors in classics, before entering 
the divinity class at that institu- 
tion. A prominent athlete, he 
was captain of the _ school's 
cricket, football and baseball 
teams, and in 1895 played on the 
Canadian championship rugby 
team 

His first church assignment 
was as deacon of St. George's 
Church, Guelph, in 1896. The fol- 
lowing year he was made priest 
at Christ Church Cathedral, Ham- 
jlton, and then, after his ordina- 
tion, served in the mission field 
of Grace Church, Arthur, Ont. 

In 1902 he went to St. Paul's 
Church, Dunville, and during his 
two years’ pastorate there a 
parish hall and rectory 
built. 

At All Saints’ Church, Windsor,

1913, and served at that church 
until "his retirement in 1940. 

He was appointed rural dean 
of Victoria in 1927 and installed 
as one of the first canons of 
Christ Church Cathedral in 1929. 

He was at one time a prom 
inent member of the Victoria 
Rotary Club and was active also 
in Masonic circles. His recrea 
tions were golf and fishing 

Canon Chadwick married 
‘twice. In 1898 he wed Berta’ Louis 
Dice, of Milton, Ont.

Good Dessert for Yuletide 


Do you like old-fashioned 
treats for Christmas? Then lis 
ten to this one—an old-fashioned, 
glistening white cake with gum 
drops in it and on top. 

Carolyn Coggins suggested it 
She is author of several good 
cookbooks and party consultant 
for Fanny Farmer Candies, so 
her ideas are worthy of a lot of 
attention. 

For her old-time Christmas 
cake, she uses a modern white 
cake mix, colorful assorted gum- 
drops (the nice jelly kind) plus 
a jiffy seven-minute frosting. 


Cool-and remove from pan onto 
wire cake racks. When layers 
are cool, brush off crumbs. 

Place éne layer on cake plate, 
bottom side up. Spread with 
seven-minute frosting. Top with 
other layer, right side up, and if 
necessary fasten with toothpicks. 
Frost sides, then top of the cake. 
Use whole old-fashioned ‘candy 
gumdrops of bright green and 
red for the top and around the 
sides. Decorate with a sprig of 
holly. 
SEVEN-MINUTE FROSTING 

In top of double boiler, beat 
together for one minute (or until 
well blended) two unbeaten egg 
whites, one and a half cups granu- 
lated sugar, one-third cup water, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, two tea 
spoons white corn syrup 

Place over rapidly boiling 
wafer. Beat comstantly. with egg 
beater for seven minutes or until 
frosting is stiff enough to stand 
in peaks. Remove from heat, 
add one teaspoon vanilla flavor- 
ing. Beat until thick enough to 
spread. 


GUMDROP CAKE 

(Takes about one pounds gum 
drops for cake in all.) 

Chop enough gumdrops 
make % cup. Empty box of white 
cake mix into large mixing bow! 
Dust two tablespoons cake mix 
over chopped gumdrops; toss 
well. Mix white cake as directed 
on package. folding floured gum 
drops into batter last.

been discovered have not 
proved of value in dissolving ma- 
terial which clouds*the lens, nor 
can they restore normal vision 
Glasses, of course, also cannot 
remedy the situation. 


VISION RESTORED 

Operation is the best treat- 
ment for cataract. When the 
cataract is mature, it can be, re- 
moved and full vision restored in 


uncomplicated cases. Surgery of} 


the eye has been so much im- 
proved that it is sometimes pos- 
sible to remove the lens with a 
cataract in-it at early stages of 
development. 

There is no reason to believe 
that eyestrain leads to the de- 


velopment of cataract, though, of | 


course, eyestrain should be avoid- 
ed for other reasons. Heredity, 
and. particularly increasing age, 
seem to have more to do with 
most cases of cataract than any- 
thing else.

It is good for us, at intervals, to stop and take 
stock of ourselves, of our. spiritual heritage; and it is 
particularly appropriate at the Christmas season. In- 
deed, in this western world we are very richly endowed 
with matérial things in contrast to peoples of other 
continents; and we have come to think of these things 
too much as products of our human efforts and too little 
as the bounty from a higher and divine source. 

We hear many. thinking people decrying Christmas be 
cause it appears te have degraded into a mutual exchange of 
material gifts, many of which are extravagant and superfluous 
To people who think thus, it appears that the world around 
them has forgotten that Christmas has, as its heart and soul, 
the memory of the greatest “Gift” of all time, 2,000 years ago. 
If we should forget and negiect this central meaning of Christ 
mas, then this festive season could become just a pagan and 
material celebration: but, I am not qa sceptic’ in this regard for 
we are surrounded by ample evidence to the contrary. The 
first Christmas. was celebrated by the gift.of a Child, and as 
long as this season remains child-centred and manger-centred, 
our own children will help us to keep the emphasis on the 
sacred and religious nature of the annual celebrations 


New Emphasis on the Deeper Value 


It is true, of course, that much of our time is occupied 
just before Christmas in worries about our purchases; and a 
great many people find-their period of greatest business 
activity at this season. However a multitude of our people 
aiso find gainful empigyment througtiout the year, and par- 
ticularly in December, in preparation for the Christmas period: 
and their dinner pails are important, too 

But apart from these material considerations, a new 
emphasis is found at the end of each year upon the richer and 
deeper values in life—particularly I would mention the 
enrichment of home and family relationships; to say nothing 
of the outpouring of generosity toward those who are in 
need, This latter characteristic of the Christmas season, with 
its refining influence for the donors, probably yields greater 
benefit in the spiritual satisfaction to them 
of material benefit to the recipients * 

It is frequently said that a great many 
interior of their churches only twice a year—at Easter and at 
Christmas.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—The United Nations 
Assembly in a wearied, pre- 
dawn vote today turned down 
a Russian demand: for - ¢on- 
demnation of the United 
States for the alleged mass 
murder of Communist pri- 
soners en Pongam Island in 
Korea. 

Immediately after 445 
a.m.—the. assembly - adjourned 
unti] Feb. 24, after the inaugura- 
tion of President-elect Eisen- 
hower of the U.S 

Red-eyed after a tense all- 
night debate, assembly delegates 
voted 45 “nays” to five Soviet- 
bloc “yeas” against the Russian 
proposal. Ten members of the 
Arab-Asian bloc abstained. The 
other three in that group—Iraq, 
LeWanon, and Thailand—voted 
against the Soviet move. 

The Soviet bloe gained no sup 
port outside of its own tight 
little group for the ‘resolution, 
which was denounced by U.S. 
delegate Ernest A. Gross as a 
sickening” and “shabby mid- 
night propaganda stunt.” 

Gross, replying to charges 
launched at midnight Saturday 
by Soviet delegate Andrei Gro- 
myko, said the riot on Dec. 14 
in which 87 persons were killed 
was engineered to help the 
Kremlin cover up the fact that 
“the aggressors and their spon- 
sors have rejected peace in Ko- 
rea.”

It is good for us, at intervals, to stop and take 
stock of ourselves, of our spiritual heritage; and it is 
particularly appropriate at the Christmas season. In- 
deed, in this western world we are very richly endowed 
with material things in contrast to peoples of other 
continents: and we have come to think of these things 
too much as products of our human efforts and too little 
as the bounty from a higher and divine source. 

We hear many thinking people decrying Christmas be 
cause it appears to have degraded into a mutual exchange of 
material yifts, many of which are extravagant and superfluous. 
To people who think thus, it appears that the world around 
them has forgotten that Christmas has, as its heart and soul, 
the memory of the greatest “Gift’ of all time, 2,000 years ago. 
If we should forget and neglect this central meaning of Christ 
mas, then this festive season could become just a pagan and 
material celebration: but, I am not a seeptic in this regard for 
we are surrounded by ample evidence to the contrary. The 
fixst Christmas was celebrated by the gift of a Child, and as 
long as this season remains child-centred and manger-centred, 
our own children will help us to keep the emphasis on the 
sacred and religious nature of the annual celebrations 


New Emphasis on the Deeper Value 


It is true, of course, that much of our time is occupied 
just before Christmas in worries about our purchases; and a 
great—many people find their period of greatest business 
activity at this season. However a multitude of our people 
also finds gainful employment throughout the year, and par 
ticularly in December, in preparation for the Christmas period: 
and their dinner pails are important, too 

But apart from these material considerations, a new 
emphasis is found at the end of each year upon the richer and 
deeper values in life—particularly I would mention the 
enrichment of home and family relationships; to say nothing 
of the outpouring of generosity toward those who are in 
need. This latter characteristic of the Christmas season, with 
its refining influence for the donors, probably yields greater 
benefit in the spiritual satisfaction to them, than the measure 
of material benefit to the recipients. 

It is. frequently said that a great many people see the 
interior of their churches only twice a year—at Easter and at 
Christmas. If such be the case, then we can hardly over
